W HEN tlie monarchs of Egypt en"(ft- 
rhofc ftupendous maflcs, the- 
pyramids? for no other iifc but to record 
their nam^s, and by which their purpoHb was 
not anfwercd, they little fufpe^tcd that a 
weed growing by the Nile would one day 
be converted into more divable regifters of 
fame, than quarries of marble and granite, 
^et when paper had been invented, wliat 
ages rolled away before it was deftined to 
its beft fervicc 1 It is equally amufing to 
obferve what obvious arts efcape our touch, 
and how quickfy various channels are'ae- 
*duced from a fource when once opened. 
This was the cafe of die prefs: Printing

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jwas not difcovered till about the year : 
in thirty years more it was applied to the*" 
multiplication of drawings. Authors had 
fcarce fecn that facility of difperfing rheir 
, works before painters received an aimVll; 
equal ^ advantage. iV) each was endl^fs- 
fame in Or manner enfiircd, if they had meric 
to challenge it. With regard to prints,, 
the new dilcovery aflbeiaoed the profeffors 
in fome degree with tlje great iqaffers whofe 
works they copied. This intimate con- 
nedlion between .painters and ^engravers, 
makes fome, account of the latter a kind 
of neceflary fupplemcnt to the liiftory pf 
die fbrmer. But if this country has not * 
produced many men of genius in the nobler 
b. inch, if has* been ftill more citfici'ent In 
excellent engravers. Mr^. Vertue had been-

fpehts of the latter pmfeflion’i he was of 
it himfelf; but as th*rtifts were iefs il- 
lufcious, his labour was by far more un- 
► f^efsfuL ’Till the arrival of Hollar the 
Cre of engraving jvas in England almofl: 
^nfihed»to portraifs. Vertue thought what 
was produced here before the reign of king 
James, of fo little conf'quence, that in a 
Iketcli which ife had made for a beginning, 
he profeflbdly dates his aQpount from the 
year x6oo. If I take it up earlier, it is 
merel}^’ to give a codipleat hillory, xvhicli 
will be. comprehended in few lines, and the 
•materials for which I have chiefly gathered 
from his papers, and from the Typographi- 

cal Antiquities of Mr. * Ames.

* jofeph Ames.Jecretary of the Society of Antiqua¬ 
ries, was originally a ftiip-chandler in Wapping. Late 
in his life he took to the ftudy of antiquities, and be- 
fides his quarto volume, containing accounts of our 
earJieft printers and their works, he publilhed a lift in 
duodecimo cfKnglilh heads, engraved and mezzotinto* 
and drew up the Parentalia from Mr. Wren’s papers. 
He died in 1759. His library and prints fold by 
auflion in the following year.

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Mr. Evelyn fays * the art of engraving, 
and working off fi|rtn f plates of coppef^ ' 
„_did not appear ’till^about the year 1490. 
That is, it was not brought to perfed^on 
from the hints gathered from typograpn^^: ^

f I have faid, and for two reafons, fhall fay little 
of wooden cute; that art nefer was executed in any 
perfeftion in England : engraving on metal was a fig- 
nal improvement of the jrt, and fupplied ^e defe<fli 
of cuttings in wood. The ancient wooden cuts were 
certainly carried to a great heiglith, but tlsat was the 
merit of the mafters, not of the method. Whoever dc-

fires to know more of cutting in wood (hould confult 
a very laborious work, lately publiflied in France in two 
vols. o<Elavc», called Traile Iiiftorique & pratkjue de la 
graveure cn bois, par P.ipiIlon, Paris 1766. The author 
will not probably, as he wilhes,. perfuade the world to 
return to wooden cuts ; but he gives examples of vig¬ 
nettes to books m that manner, which ought to make ^ 
editors ailiamed of the ilovenly ilamps that are now 
ufed for the faireil editions.

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\:ulent that might have given birth to the 
rollir^-prefs, without the antecedent dif» * 
co^ry of printing, did adbually light upoi>- 
tj(e method of taking o£F ftamps from an 
ei^(gravcd ^ plate, * Gifting a piece of fuch 
plate into melted brimftone, he obferved 
that the exaeft impreflion of the engraving 
was left upon the furface of the cold brim¬ 
ftone, marl^ed by liyes of blaclT. He re¬ 
peated the experiment on moiftened pa¬ 
per, rolhqg it gently with a roller. It fuc- 
ceeded. He communicated the difeovery to 
Baccio fialdini, of his own profeflion and 
city. • The latter purfued the invention with 
fuccefs, and engraved feveral plates from 
drawings •of Sandro Boticeljo, which being 
feen by Andrea Mantegna, he not only af- 
fifted Baldini with defigna, but cultivated 
»the new art himfelf. It had not long been 
in vogue before Hugo da Carpi tried the 
fame experiment with wood, and-even add¬ 
ed a variety qf tints by ufing different 
ftamps for thf gradations of lights and 
ftiades } a method revived here feme years 
ago with uAuch fuccefs by/Kirkall, and

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.fince at Venice by Jackfon 5 though .very 
imperfeftly. 

From Italy engraving loon travelled 
to Flanders, where it was firft pra< 5 lifed 
by one Martin or Antwerp. He war. fol¬ 
lowed by Albert Durer, who carried the' 
art to a great height, confidering how^ bad 
the tafte wn<5 of the age and country in 
which he lived. His fidelity to what he 
faw was at once his fame and misfortune ; 
he was happy in copying nature, bv*- it was 
nature* difguifed and hid under ungraceful 
forms. With neither choice of fubjedfs o* 
beauty, his indudry gave merit even to 
uglinefs *and abrurdity. Confining his la¬ 
bours' almoft \yliolly to religious ' and le¬ 
gendary hiftories, he turned the Teftament 
into the hiftory of a Flemilh village; the 
habits of Herod, Pilate, Jofeph, &c. *their^ 
dwellings, their utenfils and their cuftoms^ 
were all gotliic and European j his virgin 
Mary was the heroine of a Kermis. Lucas 
of Leyden imitated him in\ all his fz^ults 
and was ftill more burlefquc in his re- 
preferitations. It was not till Raphael had

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■^bpiTed Marc Antonio, that engraving 
placed itfclf with dignity by the Me of

yUVhen the art reached England does nof' 
a^ear. It is a notorious blunder in Cham- 
tOifay that it was brought from 
Antwerp by Speed in the. reign of James 1 . 
In fome degree we' had it almoft as fbon 
its printing; th 5 printers themfelves ufing 
finall platefi for theif devices and rebufes : 


Caxton’s Golden j* Legend has in the be¬ 
ginnings groupe of faints, and many other 
cuts di^j^erled through the body of the 
^’ork. It was printed in 1483. The fe- 
cond * edition of his Game at Ch6fs had 
cVi’ts too. So has his Le Morte Arthur. 
Wynkyh* de Worde, Caxton's fucceflbr, 
prefixed to his'edition of the Statutes in 
the fixth year of Henry VII. a plate with the 
king’^ arms, crefis, Scc. a copy of which 
.is given in the life of Wynkyn, by Mr. 
Ames in his Typographical Antiquities,

library j it had many cuts, eighteen of 

which were in great folio, reprefeiiting the

book with wooden cuts (though feveral ^ 
are recorded by Ames). It is Grafton's 
Chronicle, printed in 15^9, and contain¬

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*gi!eror, Henry VIII. and queen Elizabeth, 
&pk Yet though even portraits were ufed 
in ^ooks, I find no trace of fingle prints 
b^ng wrought off in that age. Thofc 
which I havejaenj;ioned ih^a, * former vo- 
as compofing part of the collection 
of Henry VIII. were probably the pro- 
dudtions of foreign artifts. The firft book 
that appeared with cuts frona-^popper-platcs, 
at lead the firft that fo ioduftrious an en¬ 
quirer as Mr. Ames f had obfbrved, w’as,

The VJoman’s Book,” dedicated to the queen 
• Catherine and publifhed by Thomas Ray- 
nalde in 1540, with many fmaH copper cuts,

in England.’* This -wiis a new edition of 
Vefaliiis’s Anatomy, which was firft pub- 
lilhed af Pachia in 1542 with largeSvobden 
cuts, wl’iich cuts Geminus imitated on cop-" 
per-platts ^ though, fiys Vertue, ^'*1 quef- 
ticn whether more* than the title-page, to 
which he has put his name, was tlie work 
of Geminus ; the moft and befl part of the 
graved figures were probably copied from 
tlie wooden cuts in Vefalius by a better 
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a tranflation by Nicholas Udal of the 
fame/work in 1552J and dedicated it to. 
Edward VI. The tranQator in his prwdce 
fays, “ Accepte th^cfore,^ jcntill reader, 
tffis Jlra^ife OiPtAnAomie, mankfully inter- 
•preting the labours of Thom 5 s Gemini, the 
workman- He, that with liis great charge, 
watch and tj^vayle hath fet out thefe 
figures *in^ pourtrature, wiiniitiA willingly 
be amended, or better perf^dted of his own 
workmanfliip, if adiuopi/hed.” Venue hav¬ 
ing quoted this pafiage, pwns, that the writ- 
, jng to*all thefe plates was furely graved by 
Gemim^,' and probably fome parts gr mcm- 
•bers of the bodies. We do not contend for 
th^ excellence of Geminje's performances. 
It is fufficient^ that. we« have afeertained fo 
early an engraver in England. Vtrtuc adds, 
that Geminie publillicd another fmall work, 
with copper cuts, relating to niidwifry two 
years before. I do not know whether he 
means two years before the fik or the fe¬ 
cund of his/editions ofVefalius. It is cer¬ 
tain that i^ymes does not fpegjfy fuch a work, 
^though in page 304, he r.flcnowledg^'^s that

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tliere are book^ printed by Geminie of an 
-c^lier dare than any he had feen ; for Cemi- 
fiie j.vaG not only an engraver but a printer \ 
and dwelled in Blackfi:y.rs, Thence he pub- 
lifhed a Prognofl;icatio\i, fitv;. relati^ \o 
the weather, tne Phsenomcna of the, FSa- 
vens, &CC, with a number, of cuts. Imprinted 
ly ^Thomas Geminie^ quarto^ and another edi¬ 
tion of his'-r^iiatomy in 1559, dedicated to 
queen Elizabeth. 

So congenial an art as engraving, when 
once difeovered, co,uld not fail to fpread in 
an age of literature. That accomplilhed 
prelate,, archbifiiop Parker, who thought 
that whatever tended to enlighten and civi¬ 
lize the human mind, was within his |^o- 
vince, feems to have been the moft corrfpi- 
cuous patron of the arts in the reign of Eli¬ 
zabeth. I have mentioned before * that he 
employed in his palace at Lambeth a pain¬ 
ter and two or three engravers. Of thefe f 
the chief wais

figures, tender landfcapes, and hiftory, &c. 
to which it feems moft appiopriate and ap¬ 
plicable/' 

I’hus, as he owns, leaves it enigma¬ 
tical ; yet thinks he has faid enough to give 
a hint to ingenious perfons how it is per¬ 
formed.—In truth, they muft have been more 
ingenious even than the inventor himfelf to 
have difcovered any thing from fuch an in¬ 
definite riddle. One knows that ancient 
foges uled to wrap up their do<ftrines, difeo- • 
series, or nonfenfe, in fuch unintelligible jar¬ 
gon; 
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gon ; fnd the baby worid, who preferred be¬ 
ing impofed upon to being taught, thought 
themfelves extremely obliged for being told 
any fecret which they could not comprehend, 
Tliey would be recflconed iifiountebanks in 
"tlft^vage, who Ihould pretend to inltruift, 
witli^^t informing; and one cannot help 
wondering that lb beneficent a nature as 
Evelyn ? fliould juggle with mankind, 
the inveptor hihifelf had confented tha^ the

Indeed, curious as the dilcovery was, it 
did not prodnr^ j^'it i^n^d to promife; it 
harSAtiihed prints, ra^r than improved 
them; and though Smith, who caified the 
art to it's greateft height yet knoVn„ had 
confiderable merit, me^otinios Hill fall 
fhort of fine engravings.

If Mr. Evelyn had not been an artill him-* 
I think 1 can prove, I (hpuld yet 
have found it difficult to deny myfelf the 
‘ ^.leafure# of allotting him a place among the 
^ts he loved, promoted, patronized; and^^i 
would be but ji^ftice to inferibe his n'X^ft 
with due •panegryric in thefe records, 
have once or twice taken the liberty to cri¬ 
ticize him: But they are trifling blcmiflies 
compared with his amiabr\^virtues *and be¬ 
neficence i and it may be remarked that the 
worft I have faid of him is, that he knew 
more than he always communicated. It is 
no unwelcome fatire, to fav that a man’s in- 
telligen<Te and philofbphy is inexhau/lible. 
I mean not to write his life, which may be 
^und detailed in the new edition of hia 
Sculptura, in Collins’s Baronetage, in the 
General Diftionary, and in the New Bio¬ 
graphical Dictionary s but 1 muft obferve 
that his life, which was extended to 86 years, 
was a courfe of inquiry, llutiy, curiofity, in- 
VoL. V. K ftruCtion, 
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ftruftion, and benevolence. The works of 
the Creator, and the mimic labours of thc^ 
creature, were all objefts of his purfuit. He 
unfolded the perfedtion of the one, and af- 
fifted th^ imperfeftions of the other. I-Ie 
adored from examination; was a courtier 
that flattered only by informing his' prince, 
by pointing out what was worthy for 
to countenance, and was really the 
nei|ftbour of the gofpel^ for thete was no 
man that migfet not have been the better for 
him. Whoever perufes a lift of his works, 
will fubferibe to my aflertion. He was one 
of the firft promoters of the Royal Society, 
a patfon of the ingenious and indigent, and 
peculiarly lerviccable to the lettered world, 
for befidcs his writings and difeoveries, 
he obtained the Arundelian marbles for the 
Univcrfity of O^tfoH, and the Ariiqdelian 
Library for the Royal Society: Nor is it th 
leaft part of his praife, jthat he who piopofed 
to Mr. Boyle the crefbion of a philolbphic 
college for retired and ^eculative perfons, 
had the honefty to write in defence of aftivc 
life againft Sir George Mackenzie’s Eflky on 

Solitude* 
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^ Soliindc** He knew that retirement in his 
oWn hands was indiiftry and bcnefii: to man- 
kind i but in thofe of others lazinefs and 
J^iutilify. • 

Vcrtue difcovered that long before the 
appearance of Mr. Evelyn, his family had 
'4?een eng*aged in what then were curious 
arts.

His feher dying whil^ he was 
very young, he was brought up to the ftudy 
of the law, which he purfued till about thirty 
years of age, when being examined, in order 
to being admitted to plead, the judge finding 
him very difficult of hearing, advilf cthim to- 
relinquifti a profdFon, to which one of his 
fenfes was fo ill adapted.

rriHE enfuing accounn^s drawn from 
Ms ownj dotes, in which the highcft 
praife, he ventures to affume, is founded on 
*Ms indu|try—How many men in a 
fphere have thought that fingle qualitiy con- 
.ferred many Ihining others! The world 
too has been fo complaifant as to allow 
their pretenQons. Vertue tho'j^ht the la¬ 
bour of his hihds was but laVjur—the 
$caligcrs and fucii book-wights iVavc mif- 
the drud^rry of their eyes for parts* 
for abilities—nay, have fuppofed it be- 
ftbwed^it, while it only fwelled their arrp- 
gSace, and unch^ned their ill-nature. How

George Vertue was born in the parifh 
of St* Martin’s in the Fields, Lortdon, 
in the year 1684.

ing received inftrudions a^^id advice from 
feveral *painteifSf he quitei^d his mafter on 
handfome terhis, and began to worlt for 
-himfelf.^ • This was in the year 1709. 
fon; twelvemonth was paiTed in drawing and 
^jEjigraving for books. 

The art was then at the loweft ebb in 
•England. The beft perform^s were wcarn 
out: the war Vith France fh 3 ' the door 
againil recruit; national acrimony, and the 
^^^ailnofity of fo^on diverted public atten¬ 
tion from comnion arts of amufement. At 


that period chp young engraver vfjsis recom- 
rnendei to Sir Godfrey Kneller, whofe re- 
puation, riche'«f parts, and acquaintance 
y with 
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with the firfe men in fengland Iflippbited 
what little tafte was left for V}rtO,^ahd cofuld' 
ftamp a charafter where evefr he deigned to 
patronize. My author n 5 ^ntionS'With duti- 
full fcnfibility what joy this important pro- 
tedion gave to his father, who had his cdu- 
cation' warmly at heart, and who dying foon 
after, left a widow and feverai children to 
be fupported by our fcarce-fledgcd adven- 
turer. His own words^ lhall tell how hp ’ 
felt his fituation/Aow little the falfe colours 
of vanity gave a mining apJjCjirance *to the 
morning of his fortune j I was, fays he, 
tl5fr‘*ldeft, and then the only one thaf couldh* 
help lh€m, which added drcumlpeftion in 
my affairs then, as well as induftry to the 
end of my life.” 

At intervd^, of leifurc, he piraftifed draw- ' 
ing and m^c, learned French and a little 
Italian. K appears that he afterwards ac¬ 
quired Dutch, having confnlted in the oh^ 
ginals all that has been written in thofe thre^ 
languages on the art to which he wis de-* 
votttd. ^

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His worlds began to draw attention, and 
V found niore ilhiftrious patmiagc than 
Kneller's. lj>rd Somers employed him to 
engrave a plate ^ al*chbUhop Tillotffan, 
and rewarded hinf nobly. The print will 
Ipeak for itfclf. It was the ground-work 
of his reputation, and dcferved to be fo. 
Nothing like k had appeared for feme years, 
nor at the hour of its produ&ion had he 
any competitors, Edelinck was dead in 
France, White in England, Van Gunft in 
FloHand : Jx lays he himfelf, 

“ as if the ball of fortune was tofled up to 
a prize only for Vertue.** One cannpr 
efli mate fuccefs at a flower rate, ijian"* to

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To'thfc end of that rfeign he continued to 
grave portraits from Knellcr, Dabl^ Richard^ 
ion, jervafe, Gibfon^ and others- 

On the acceffion of tl^e prefent royal fa* 
mily he publilhed a large head of the king 
from a painting by Knelier. As it was the 
firfl: portrait of his majefty, many thonfands 
were Ibld^ though by no meahs a laborious 
or valuable performance. However it was 
fhewn at court, and was folldwed by thofe 
of the prince and piincefs. All concurred 
10 extend his bufinefs. !l^n oa^y recefs from 
that he pradifed in water-colours, fome- 
^eiipcs atteqipting portrait; oftener copying, 
from ancient oi* curjoiis pieces which he 
propofed to engrave. Sd early as the year 
1713 he commenced his refearchfcs after the 
lives of our a;|ftifl;s, and began his colle6bions, 
to which hj added prints by former matters, 
and cverj^ihing that could tend to his great 
work,- the Hiftory of the ^rts in Engkrwd 
Wherever he ^ met with portraits, ff the 
performers, lie Kpared no pains in ^taking 
dopies. Hfts joOmies ovei; Englan<* wkh 
the fame view will appear ii: the courfe !of 

h*s 
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his life. Thele travels w^re^ afliduoully 
employed in making catalo^es, obferva- 
tions, and rqemorafidums of all he law. 

His thirft after Britilh antiquities foon led 
him to a congenial Maecenas. That muni*- 
ficent collciStor, Robert‘Harley, fecond earl 
of Oxford, early diftinguilhed the merit 
and applicatidn of Vertue. The invariable 
gratitude of the latter, ex|?rcfred on all oc- 
ca^ons,*implics theJ bounty of the patron. 

The earPs generous and unparalleled 
tneouragemenj my undertakings, by pro¬ 
moting my ftbdious endeavours," fays he, 
* gave .me great reputation and. advantage, 
—overall-other profefibjjs of the faipe* art in 
Jtngland." Another leflbn of humility. 
1 Jow feldom is fame aferibed by the poflef- 
•for to the countenance of othe^^l The want 
of it is complained of—here is d*ne inflance, 
perhaps a lingular inftance, the in- 

fl jence is acknqjvkdged—after the death of 
the beftefa^or.

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ed, and engraved j and who, being preifi* 
dent of the fociety of Antiquaries on the 
revival in 1717, appointed Vertue, who was 
a member, engraver to k. The plates pub- 
liftied by that fociety frdm curious remains 
were moft of them* by his hand as long as 
he lived, arc a valuable monument, and will 
be evidence that that body is' not ufelefs in 
the learned world* 

The Univerfity of Qxford emploj^ed him 
for many years to engrave - their almanacs* 
Inftead of infipid emblems «tl^t deferved no 
longer duration than what they adorned, he 
•introduced views of public buildings and 
hiSbyiq; events j for feldom reaped bcnsfii; 
Jkom the public, without repaying it with 
IHbrrfiation. 

Henry Hafire, the laft lord Coleraine, an 
antiquary ?ftd collector, as'his grandfather 
had beeij^ks enumerated by Vertue among 
his proteftors. His trave)^ were dignihed 
by accompanying thofe lords. They bore 
the expence which* would have debarred 
him from vifiting many ohjedrs of fis cu- 
riofity, if at his own chargd; and he^made 

tlicSr 
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their journies more delightful, by ekplaih- 
ing, taking draughts, and keeping a re- 
giller of what they faw^ This was the cafe 
in a journey he took with lord Coleraine to 

SaliA^ury, 'Wilton and Stonehenge. Of the

latter he made fcveral views: Wilton he 
probibly faw with only Englifh eyes. Amid 
legions of warriors and emperors, he fought 
Vandyck and Rubens, Holbein and Inigo 
Jones. Ap antique and modern virtuofo 
might inhabit thaf*p 5 tftce of arts, and ne¬ 
ver interfere^ il|n^ ancient indeed would 
be a little furpriztd to find fo many of Ills 
acquaint^l^e new baptized. Eail Thomas 
.did not, like the popes, csonvcrc* pap;anf 
ctriefTTnto"^ chrjftians, but many an* cm- 
pciT>f adts tli^ part at Wilton of fcarccr 
Ccefors.

&c. For the duke of Montagu he did Sir 
Ralph Windwoodj for Sir Paul Methuen, 
Cortez i archbifhop Warham from Hol¬ 
bein’s original at Lambeth; and for lord 
Burlington, Zucchero’s queen of Scots, 

His prints growing numerous, many 
perfons were defirous of haying a compleat 
coHedion. He ipade up fets for Sir Tho¬ 
mas Frankland, for Mr. Weft, and for lord 
Oxford; the laft in^firle large volumes, 
carried down to 1741, ai.d after the 
carl’s death to the late carl of Ailefbury for 
50 guineas. . 

In 1727 he went to Wimpole for a week, < 
and thence made a tour with lord Oxford 
for fix weeks more, to Stamford, Burleigh, 
Granthamj Lincoln, and Welbcck, one of 
tlic ancient feats of the cOuntefs of Oxford, 

where tiftcr the carl's death fhe aflembled

the portraits of her anceftors to a,prodi¬ 
gious number, the heroes of many an il- 
luftrious race.* Thence they paffed to 
Chatf/^orth, and York, where yertue had 
the plcafure of conyerftng with Kir. Ftancis 

Place, 
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JPIacc, who hacl been intimity with Hol¬ 
lar* Trifling circvumftances to thofe who 
do not feel what he felt. Vertue drew up 
an accounDof this progrefs and prefentcd it 
to his patron. • 

For fome years his-ftages were marked 
by noble encouragement, and by opportu¬ 
nities of purfuing his favorite erudition. 
He was incited whither he would have 
wiflicd to make pilgrimages, for the love 
of antiquity is ^l| iiid of devotion, and Mr. 
Vertue had dperent fets of faints. In 1728 
the Dfrtre of Dorfet called him to Knowle. 
Humble before his fuperiors, one conceives 
how his j-efpedb wa§ heightened, at entering 
-fervciwable a pile, realizing to h^ eyes the 
feenes of many a waking vifion. Here he 
drew feveral of the poets. But he was on 
•fairy ground^ Arcad'a was on the con¬ 
fines j could he refift an excurlion to Pen- 
fiiurft ? One may judge how Sigl\^his en- 
thufiafm had b^n wrought, by the mormi- 
cation he cxprelTes at not .finding there a 
portrait of Sir Philip Sidney. 

R 2 ' in 
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In 173^ appeared his twelve heads of 
poets*, one his capital works. Though 
poetry was but a filler art, he treated it 
with the affedlion of a relation. He had 
collefted many notes" touching the profef- 
fors, and here and there* in his MSS. are 
fome flight attempts, of his own. But he 
was of too timid and corrc6l a nature to 
foar where flincy only guides** Truth was 
his province, and^ he had a felicity uncom¬ 
mon to antiquaries, he never fufFered his 
imagination to lend hiirf^'ty. Where lie 
could not difcover he never fu^)plied.^ 

After his poets, of which he propofed to 
enlarge the feries, it was his purpofe to 
givd: fets or claifes of other emine|it men. 
This \vas the firft idea of illuftrious heads, 
a hint afterwards adopted by others, and at 
lafc taken out of his hands, who was bed fur- 
nlflicd with materials for fuch U work. Some

branchics ho^ executed himfelf with deferved 
appJauli.. 

About this time he again went to Ox¬ 
ford, copied fome original, paintings, and 

t 

took an Account of what portraits they 

haVc 
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have of founders and benefa6bors, and where 
depofited. Thence*to Gloucefter to draw 
the monument of ’Edward 11 . having for 
fome years been colle£bing and making draw¬ 
ings oF onr kings, from images, miniatures 
or oil-paintings j a work foon after un- 
expe< 5 l:edly called forth. OTi his return he 
flopped at Burford ’ to^ view the family-piece 
of Sir Thomas IMore, and vifited Ditchley 
and Bl owhoi m. l Hij next tour was to Qam- 
bridge, where he had been privately en¬ 
gaged to .draw by ftealth the portrait of 
^ old - Mr..Thomas Baker# of St. Joliij’s? then 
an. eminent antiquary, earlier in his life 
the modeft^ author of that ingenious and 
ppliflied little piece. Reflexions on Learn¬ 
ing. • 

Vertue’s next confiderable produftiq^was 
the heads of Chafles I, and the loyal 
ferers in his caufe, with their charadlers 
fubjoined from Clarendon. BufMhis was^ 
tfcarce fyiiihed, before appeared 
Hiilory,of England, “• a work, fays he, that 
had- a prodigious run, erpeclally after tranf*^ 
lated, infomuck that it became all the con-

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verfation of the town and country, and the 
noife being heightened by oppofition and 
party, it was propofed to publifh it in folio 
by numbers—thoufands were fold every 
week/' The two brothers, KnaptonS, en¬ 
gaged Vertuc to accompany'it widi effigies, 
of kings, and fuitable decorations^ This, 
undertaking employed- hkn for three years,. 
A fair copy richly boui^'^'^ie prefen ted to 
Trederic prince of Wales )j[enfi 4 ?g.«ron. A 
volume of his beft works he gave to the 
Bodleian librar}\ 

jfo. 1734 he reneyved his. journies a^boiit 
England. With Roger Gale the antiquarjr 
he went to St, Alban's, Northampton and 
Warwick. In .1737 the earl of Leicefter 
carried him to Penlhurftj and the end of 
the farne year lord Oxford took him again 
. tp Oxford, to Compton Verney, the feat of 
"the matter oC the rolls, to Warwick, Co- 
^ ventry, Pirmijigham, and to lord Digby's. 
^ill, to view the curious piftuje of« 
qpeen Elizabeth's prQcettion, fince removed 
by the late lord to Sherborn-caftle in Dor- 
(etihire. They returned^y Stratford (Ver- 
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ti^e did not want true devotion to Shake- 
fpear) by Mf* Shejdon's at Wefton, where 
are a few curious pi6l;Ores, faw Blenheim, 
and Mr. Waller’s at Beconsfield, The next 
year he went into Hectfordfliire to verify 
his id^as about Hunfdon, the fubjeft as he 
thought of qu«en Elizabeth’s progrefs. The 
old lord Digby, who frosn tradition be¬ 
lieved it'the queen’s procelTjon to St, Paul’s, 
after the deftrflSioir of the Armada, was 
difpleAdfwitll fertile’s new hyphothefis. 
The fame year he faw Windfor and Mr. Top- 
ham’s colleftion of drawings at Eton, 

He next engaged with the iCnaptOB* to 
^engrave Ibme of the illiiftrious heads, the 
greater patt of which were executed by Hou- 
hraken, and undoubtedly furpaflcd thofe of 
Vertue. Yet Kis performances by no means 
deferved to be condemned as they were by 
the undertakers, and the perforrttit--, laid 
afide. Some of Houbraken’s were cai€^ 
kfsly done, efpecially of the naoderns i but 
Vertue had a fault to dealers, ^ich wao^ 
merit, to the public: his fcrupulous" vera¬ 
city could not. digeft imaginary portraits, as

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are fome of thofe engraved by Houbraken, 
who living in Holland ignorant of our hif- 
tory, iininquifitive fnto,the authenticity of 
what was tranfmitted to him, engraved 
whatever was fent, . 1 will mention two in- 
ftanccs 5 the heads of Carr earl of Somerfet 
and fecretary Thurloe are noi> only not ge¬ 
nuine, but havo not the Icaft relemblance 
to the perfons they ^ e ^ nd to reprefent, 
Vertue was incommode j he IS^vcd truth. 

Towards the end of ly^S^he ano¬ 
ther tour with lord Oxford through Kent 
and SulTex, vifitlng Rochefter, Canterbur.j", 
Chkhefter, Portfmouth, Southampton -aixd_ 
Winchefter 5 and the principal feats, 
Petworth, Goodwood, Stanfted, ^ind Cou- 
dray—the laft alone worth an antiquary’s 
journey. Of all thefe he' made various 
Iketches and notes; always prefenting a 
dud|M£ce of his obfervacions to lord

He ftill wanted to vifzt the eaft of Eng-, 
land. In 1739 his wifh’was gratified; lord 
Coleraine, who had an eltate at Walpole in 
the borders of Norfolk in Liticolnfhire, 
carried him by Wanfted, Mouibam, Giof- 
field, St. Edmundfbury, Sir Andrew Foun- 
tain^’s anS to Lynn, and thcncc 

to Walpole; iniwhich circuit they faw many 
chiirchWahd ot?h?rifeats. 

In 1740 he publifhed his propofils for 
tliff coiTiQnancement of a very valuable work,

his hiftoric prints, drawn with extiettie la¬ 
bour and fidelity, and executed in a moft 
fatisfa( 5 lory manner. Queen Elizabeth's pro- 
grefs he copie<^exa6tiy in water-colours .ftM* 
lord 'Oxford, who was fo pkofed with it, 
that he fent Mr. Vertue and his wifaji pre- 
fent of about 6o|)unces of plate—but 
arrived at the fummit of his modeft wifhes, 
that is, rewarded for iiluftratink Englifiiu 
hiftpry- 4 -his happinefs was fudddily j 

he lofk his noble friend the earl, who died 
June 16, 1741,’ ** Death, fays, he emphatic 

cally. 
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rally, put an end to that life that had been 
the fupport, chcrilhcr, and comfort of many 
many others, who are lf*ft to lament—but 
none more heartily than Vertue !** 

So ftruck was the'poor man with this flg- 
nal misfortune, that for two years there is 
an hiatus in his ftory—he Rad not fpirits 
even to be minute. 

In 1743 he was a JJiJdc.revived by ac¬ 
quiring the honour of the dul.e of Norfolk’s 
notice, for whom he engra^^ed'^TR^ large 
plate of the earl of Arundel and his family. 
Fo{ his gi»ace too he collefted two .volumes 
of the^ v/Qrks of Hvjllar, chiefly 6f thofe 
graved from the Arundelian colledtion 5. 
and having formed another curious volume 
of drawings from portraijs, monuments, 
pedigrees, &c. of the houfe of Howard, the 
duke jiTMtdc him a prefent of a bank note of

His merit ’and modefty ftill raifed him 
sIHcnds. yine countefs dowager of Oxford 
aubwoten his lofs of her lord: theindaugji- 
tcr the duchefs of Portland he mentions 
^ith equal . gratitude i the late duke of 

Rich- 
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Richmond and lord Burlington did not for¬ 
get him among the artifts they patronized. 
Btuf^in 1749 he fojind a yet more exalted 
prciltedtor. The late prmce of Wales fcnt 
for him, and finding him matter of what¬ 
ever related to, .Englilh antiquity, and par¬ 
ticularly converfant in the^hiftory of king 
Charles*^ colleiStion, which his royal high-, 
ncfsf wilhed as 'ii'^'a’^offible to re-aflemble, 
he oft en, ha d die honour of attending the 

prince, was fhewn his pid:ures by himfelf,

and accompanied him to the royal palaces, 
and was* much employed in collefting prints 
for him, and taking catalogues, ani?fdld hin^ 
* many of his own miniatures and prints. 

‘ He had now reafon to flatter himfelf with 
permanent forftine. He faw his fate linked 
with the revival of the arts hq loved ; he 
was ufefull to a prince wh^ trosS- in the 
fteps of the accoApliftied Charles; no 
Peters threatened havoc to the growing 
colledion—but a filent and une^pe6tcd 
drtw a veil over this fcene of comfoi i., 'as it 
had over the.former. Touched yet lubit 
miflivej he fays, after painting the prinae's 

cjuali- 
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qualifications,' and the hopes diiat his-Coun¬ 
try- had conceived of him, r— but alas. 
Mors ultima rerwiirt! O'God, thy will be 
done I Unhappy day, Wedncfday March 
20th, 1.7 51 !*’ His trembling hand inferts 
a few more memorandums of prints he en¬ 
graved, and th^n he concludes his me- 
moires in melancholy and disjointed fen- 
tences thus,—*' Obfer^!rt:idi?J^ on my indif¬ 
ferent health—and weakn^fs of fight in- 
crcafing—and lofs of nobk friends, and the 
encouragement from than lefs and lefs dai]^

hefs, and ingenuity, never forfook hirri.

Thefe are well-meant hyberboleS on a 
man who never tiled any; he was Ample, 
modeft:, and fcrupulous; fo fcrupulous, that 
it gave a peculiar flownefs to his delivery;

grudged no time, no induftry, to inform 
himfelf, he thought they might beftow a 
ITlde too, if they wifhed to know. Ambi¬ 
tious -to diftinguifli himfelf, he took but 
one method, application. Acquainted with 
all the arts praftifed by his profeflion to 
ulher their produftions to the public, he 
made ufe of none. He only lamented he 
^^ia’not doTrrve fuccefs, or if he miffed it 
when deferved. It was fome mtt'it that 
carried iuch balhfull integrity as far as it 
‘did go: . .
